ST LOUIS, Nov. 6.—The first-$!.- 


000,000 of the 
$50,000,000 endow- 


ment fund that Southern Methodists 
have pledged to raise for the benefit 
of super-annuated ministere of ths 
denomination, has already been paid 
in cash subscriptions to the super- 
annuate headquarters in St. Louis, it 
was announced here today by Dr. 
Luther E. Todd, executive secretary 
of the Board of Finance. 


"Sixty thousand dollars" a year, is 


thus already assured for the super- 
annuated and their dependents 
as 


long as time lasts," said Dr. Todd, 
"as this money has been invested in 
first class securities as fast as it has 
been received." 


Judging from the way 
the 
sub- 


scriptions have recently been pouring 
in on the paid-up list. Dr. Todd ex- 
pressed the belief that the second 
million will be raised 
-v\ith 
even 


greater ease than the first. 


$2,000.000 Per Year. 


It was explained that the Metho- 
dists' purpose is to collect the entire 
Sl-0,000 during- a period of five years 
at the rate of $2,000,000 per year. 
Each church is expected to contrib- 
ute to this fund during these five 
year periods a sum equal to the com- 
bined amounts paid to the pastor and 
presiding elder during 1922-23.

The refrigerator 
which has. 


been reared by a Baltimore concern 
is Jioused in a two story frame build- 
ing 'the "ice box" measuring forty 
feet by sixteen and being throughly 
insulated by cork and other imperv- 
ious material. 
The refrigeration is 


created 
by the 
operation 
of 
an 


electric 
motor 
which 
drives 
the 


mechanism which chills the numerous 
coils planced above the 
refrigerat- 


ing space and across which the air 
is constantly passing Warm air rises 
ard passing over the frost 
coated 


tjipes is chilled causing the cold air 
to descend, thus setting up, the auto- 
matic rotation of the air within the 
coo'ing chamber 
The mechanism is 
attached to a thermostat 
"When the 


temperature reaches 36 degrees Fahr- 
enheit the motor is set to work and 
'it runs until the temperature has 
dropped to 32 degrees when it stops. 
Nearbv is a water tower and a spec- 
ial device which enables to constant 
utilization of the same water in the 
pine sysetm. 
The refrigerator is the nrst of its 


kind in this section and will be of 
great saving to Mr^ Purdum. 
He 
ha* a large farm which is intensively 
cultivated and of recent years he has 
been struck by the loss sustained by 
vegetables and fruit 
being spoiled. 


It will now be possible for him to 
keep in a fresh condition his over
